If we vote a million dollar bond issue, we will be paying interest 
on the money and will, within a number of yeara have the bonds t- 
retire while if we vote an extra twenty cent tax, we will be enabled 
to keep up our system of highways with our regular road tax not 
reduced by paying interest as they are now being kept up and with 
the extra twenty cent assessment put one of our main trattie arteries 
into such condition each year that it can be taken in as a state high- 
way and be maintained by the state road department. Within a mim- 
ber of years we will have all of our main highways in good eondititni 
and turned over to the state under their maint.-nanee plan. We will 
then owe no bonds and have our regular road tax fund each year to 
care ^or our smaller roads, which certainly deserve some attentjon.

and Great Hritaiii over the terms of the mandates for I'alestine jiiitl 
the former German Colonies in Africa. The revised draft of the man- 
dates has been reported to the council of the league of nations and 
ratified. The action marks the close of negotiations initiated by the 
United States to protect the rights of Americans in the mandated ter- 
ritories. As originally drawn, the mandates would have excluded 
Americans from participation in the development of the resources of 
the former German colonies.
